CONGRESS GETS 
ON JOB TUESDAY 
AFTER RECESS 


By ALEX H. SINGLETON 
Washington, Sept. 13 (AP)—Con­ 
gress returns from a summer re­ 
cess tomorrow to work for the war 
and prepare for the peace. 
International and domestic prob­ 
lems of historic import confront the 
refreshed lawmakers as they resume 
their legislative chores in an at­ 
mosphere brightened by the sur­ 
render of Italy. 
Immediate congressional 
atten­ 
tion was focused upon the direct 
problems of war and their impact on 
the domestic econom y—problems of 
raising revenue, of rationing, of 
mustering manpower for production 
and for the military forces. 
International Questions 
Ahead are questions of long range 
legislation—Issues and controversies 
which may shape American foreign 
policy in the postwar w*orld and 
blueprint the pattern for economic 
life at home for years to come.” 
And from the decisions and the 
controversies of Congress in coming 
months may come the issues of the 
1944 presidential campaign. 
Men and money appear likely to 
precipitate the first two debates, but 
perhaps before either issue—the 
father draft and taxes—is settled, 
Congress w*ill turn its attention to 
international policy. 
Pending before the House Is a 
simply-worded resolution, sponsored 
by Rep. Fulbright (D-Ark ), which 
would put the House and Senate on 
record in favor of world cooperation 
to preserve peace. Leaders are re­ 
ported to have agreed to make it the 
first order of business. 
Quick Test on Draft 
The move to draft fathers after 
Oct. I vied for primary interest. 
With less than three w*eeks in 
which to act, plans have been made 
for a swift test on Senator Wheeler’s 
(D-Mont.) bill to ban induction of 
fathers at least until Jan. I and 
thus give Congress time to inquire 
into the whole manpower problem. 
Meanwhile, the House Ways and 
Means committee has begun the 
spadework on a new* tax bill. The 
administration has asked for $12,- 
000.000,000 in new revenue. 
But, 
with the dwindling number of fresh 
revenue springs and w*ith the Treas­ 
ury still to present its recommenda­ 
tions, doubt is developing on capitol 
hill that a program acceptable to 
both House and Senate can be 
worked out this year.

Sept. i i (A?)—With 
potent farmer groups reported ready 
to cry a loud “No!” the War Labor 
Board will take up the question this 
week of whether it has any Juris­ 
diction over agricultural labor dis­ 
putes.
